“I know I didn’t feel great 
when I was in hospital but 
that made me feel better and 
I wanted to make other chil¬ 


dren feel happier too.” 

Nic Miller, events co-or¬ 
dinator for the store, said: 
“When Alfe’s mum ap¬ 
proached us we really want¬ 
ed to help. We will have a 
trolley to collect toys at the 
front of the shop until the 
weekend of December 4/5, 
when we will be having an 
event to help to raise funds 
for charities that supported 
Alfe during his illness. 

“Alfe will be selling his 
Christmas cards and there 
will be a Santa’s grotto. 
There will also be a church 
choir and Scottish pipe 
band. We have already re¬ 
ceived two trolleys full of 
toys.” 

NGH play service co-or¬ 
dinator Sue Faulkner said: 
“We are extremely grateful 
to Alfe for designing and 
selling Christmas cards so 
children on the wards can 
have gifts over the Christ¬ 
mas period. This will make 
their stay much nicer at a 
time when they would pre¬ 
fer to be at home with their 
families.” 

Alfe’s mum Karen Rog¬ 
ers, aged 33, said: “I am very 
proud of Alfe. He is a whirl¬ 
wind of ideas and it is just 
a case of getting them into 
practice.”

A SIX-MONTH search to 
find Northamptonshire's 
most deserving young 
person of the year will cul¬ 
minate this week with a 
ceremony to celebrate "in¬ 
spirational" teenagers. 

The final of the county’s first 
ever police Young People of the 
Year (YOPEY) award is to be held 
at Rockingham Motor Speedway, 
in Corby, on Friday evening. 

The event is the culmination of 
a campaign in schools and youth 
groups looking for young posi¬ 
tive role models, many who have 
turned their back on troubles 
with drink, drugs and the police. 

Northamptonshire is the 12th 
county in England to hold the 
YOPEY awards after the move¬ 
ment was started five years ago 
by Tony Gearing, a former na¬ 
tional newspaper journalist. 

The final was scheduled to 
feature 10 entries; however, Mr 
Gearing revealed he unearthed 
so many deserving finalists that 
he included two more. 

The final 12 will be judged by 
a 20-strong panel including civic 
dignitaries, business leaders, po¬ 
lice chiefs and other young peo¬ 
ple, with the inaugural winner 
receiving a cheque for £1,000. 

Mr Gearing said: “I couldn’t 
believe every young person was a 
binge-drinking, drug-taking, vio¬ 
lent hoodie and in Northampton¬ 
shire I have been proved right. 
Your young people are amazing 
and you should be very proud.” 

Among this year’s nominees 
are 21-year-old Joe Dilley, of Ab¬ 
bots Way, St James, Northamp¬ 
ton, who helps youth projects 
after receiving help from similar 
projects when he was younger. 

Joe said: “Volunteering and 
helping the young people at the 
centre has changed my life. It’s 
given me purpose and made me 
feel useful and wanted.” 

Stephen Shippey, aged 19, from 
St James, Northampton, has 


been nominated after going from 
sleeping rough to being a fledg¬ 
ling youth worker. 

Daniel Johnson, of Broughton 
Place, Eastfield, was nominated 
by the Council for Ethnic Minor¬ 
ity Communities for the way he 
has helped young people by pro¬ 
moting black music in the town. 


He said: “I feel that I’m giving 
them hope, particularly if there 
are disillusioned by rejection or 
lack of support.” 

Rachelle Harrison, aged 22, 
from Duston, has been nominat¬ 
ed after dealing with the deaths 
of three relatives while still vol¬ 
unteering at her church.

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£64k 
in lead 
stolen 

THIEVES stole more than 
£64,000 worth of metal from 
churches in the Northamp¬ 
tonshire area in the first 10 
months of this year, latest 
figures have revealed. 

Churches in the Peter¬ 
borough Diocese, which 
almost exclusively covers 
Northamptonshire, made 
claims of £64,663 in from 
January to October this 
year. 

Ecclesiastical Insurance 
Group said the claims re¬ 
late to 22 separate crimes, 
with only two of the 10 
months not seeing a metal 
theft in the diocese. 

The statistics come after 
police released details of 
an additional metal theft 
which appears to have tak¬ 
en place last week from the 
Holy Cross Church in Mil- 
ton Malsor. 

It has raised fears of in¬ 
ternal damage to the wood¬ 
en interior of the church 
from rainwater leaks. 

Church warden Peter 
Heffron said: “It’s awful 
that churches keep on be¬ 
ing targeted. We’ve had 
three break-ins in two 
years. 

“It was only a week ago 
that the church window 
was replaced at a cost of 
£1,300 after a burglary. 

“It seems you have to put 
a 24-hour guard on to stop 
these people. 

“We’ll have to assess the 
extent of what needs to be 
replaced but lead is so ex¬ 
pensive that it could cost 
us up to £1,000.”

Modern roof for 
theft-hit church 


AN HISTORIC church has had 
to break with tradition and re¬ 
pair its roof with a modern ma¬ 
terial almost 18 months after 
thieves stripped it of its valu¬ 
able lead. 

In June last year, vandals raided St 
Andrew’s Church, in Great Billing, 
tearing off strips of lead from the roof 
and leaving the church at the mercy of 
the elements. 

After patching the roof up the paro¬ 
chial church council was then deliv¬ 
ered a second blow when it discovered 
its insurance firm would only pay out 


£5,000 towards the repair bill - “a frac¬ 
tion” of the repair cost. 

However, following an appeal to pa¬ 
rishioners and generous donations by 
members of the congregation the roof 
has been replaced with a new, modern 
material. 

Instead of replacing the roof with 
lead and risk thieves striking again, 
the church asked for special permis¬ 
sion to replace the roof with sarnafil, 
a modern lead substitute. 

Church warden Frank Brett said: 
“Historically buildings have to con¬ 
form with English Heritage require¬ 
ments. 


“Churches are outside the normal 
listed building regulations because we 
have our own system, but even so if 
we wanted to replace a lead roof with 
something other than lead we have to 
seek permission and normally they 
would say absolutely no way.” 

However, the church council man¬ 
aged to persuade English Heritage to 
allow the move and last month saw 
builders complete the job. 

Frank said allowing a church to 
repair a roof with new materials was 
unprecedented. 

He said the church was reluctant to 
break with tradition and replace the 


roof with modern materials, but he 
said they could not risk another theft. 

He said: “This is a first as far as we 
are aware. 

“There could be other churches 
out there that have been allowed to 
do something like this but we are not 
aware of any other. 

“It looks like lead, it has the same 
properties as lead and its life expect¬ 
ancy is similar.” 

He added: “It is a shame and we 
wish we didn’t have to do it but unfor¬ 
tunately it is a very small minority of 
people in our country that are happy 
to steal lead from our churches.”

A SECOND massive, mock-classical 
hospital could soon be built in North¬ 
ampton town centre. 

Over the past two years, St Andrew’s Health¬ 
care has built a 132-bed mental healthcare facil¬ 
ity on Cliftonville Road, in the grounds of the 
former Cliftonville Middle School. 

The organisation has now revealed plans to 
demolish the old school and build another cen¬ 
tre, this time with 180 beds spread across 12 
wards. 

In plans submitted to the West Northamp¬ 
tonshire Development Corporation (WNDC), 
the designers of the new scheme, Oxford Archi¬ 
tects, said the building would look similar to 
the other new hospital, which was designed to 
reflect the original St Andrew’s building, which 
dates back to 1835. 

The firm said: “The development at St An¬ 
drew’s continues the tradition of the classical 
country house type that has been extended over 
time. 

“The designs will also share an internal flex¬ 


ibility that provides an ability to adapt to the 
inevitable demands that will be placed on the 
building as practices and capacities continue to 
change.” 

The new building will be used by men, women 
and young people who have mental disorders, 
learning disabilities or brain injuries. 

The people behind the plan have said it has 
been designed to ‘provide a secure and therapeu¬ 
tic environment for patients which promotes 
the values of privacy, dignity and safety’. 

County historian David Saint has been one of 
the champions of the new facilities being built 
by St Andrew’s. In his weekly Chronicle & Echo 
column in June this year, he described the ex¬ 
isting new building as ‘amazing’. 

Reacting to news another building in a simi¬ 
lar style is due to be built on the site, he said: 
“The new building is so beautiful, so I think it’s 
fantastic there’s going to be more. Northamp¬ 
ton deserves some good buildings and I’m glad 
somebody is doing it.” 

The WNDC will decide if the new building 
can be built in the coming months.

‘Robot’ to 
hand out 
medicines 



A ROBOT designed to cut the 
rate of dispensing errors has 
been installed at a pharmacy in 
Northampton. 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis officially intro¬ 
duced Medi Eddie at Abington 
Pharmacy in Beech Avenue. 

Pharmacy owner and head 
pharmacist Louise Austin said: 
“A major concern in community 
pharmacies nowadays is how we 
can minimise mistakes and in¬ 
crease safety for the community 
we serve. We are increasingly 
looking to technology to help us 
in our goal of providing the saf¬ 
est, most efficient service possi¬ 
bly by automating the dispens¬ 
ing practices and hopefully our 
new robot will help to minimise 
the risk of dispensing the wrong 
medication.” 

Glass windows allow the pub¬ 
lic to see the inner workings of 
the robot arm and a CCTV cam¬ 
era has also been installed inside 
which allows customers to see it 
working via a large screen. 

Five-year-old Isaac Black 
named the robot after his sug¬ 
gestion won a competition. 

Noah Bennett, aged nine, won 
a separate drawing contest with 
his picture of how he thought 
the robot would look. 


POTENTIAL swashbuckling 
stars of the future took a 
step back in time to practice 
medieval sword fighting in 
the unlikely surroundings of 
a Northampton pub. 

Enthusiasts and trainee actors 
tried their hand at the skill, under 
the watchful eye of Hollywood fight 
expert Keith Wallis. 

The introductory training ses¬ 
sion was held in the courtyard area 
of the Old Black Lion, on Black 
Lion Hill, as part of the pub’s plan 
to offer a range of different activi¬ 
ties. 

The trainees carefully watched 
Keith’s strict choreography to 
recreate moves frequently seen in 
blockbuster films.

“This event gives people a great 
introduction to medieval sword 
fighting.” 

Among the participants of the 


six-hour event were actors and 
enthusiasts, including 40-year-old 
Paul Sheppard, a teacher from Up¬ 
ton Way. 

Paul said: “Martial arts is a big 
hobby of mine so when I read about 
this in the paper I thought it was a 
one-off opportunity, not only train¬ 
ing with someone who knows what 
he’s talking about but he’s actually 


done it for the big screen. It’s been 
a fantastic day.” 

The event, sponsored by Voo¬ 
doo Hair Salon in Wellingborough 
Road, was arranged by Steve and 
Clare Dennis, who took over the 
Black Lion pub in September, after 
Keith trained their son Thomas in 
the skill for a production of Henry 
V.

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Heroic 
wartime 
pilot 
dies, 94 



THE funeral for an RAF war 
hero from Northampton will 
take place next Wednesday 
after he died at the weekend, 
aged 94. 

Wing Commander Richard 
Pinkham, DFC, had been one of the 
few pilots still alive to have fought 
in the Battle of Britain. 

He joined the RAF before the war 
and flew 62 bombing missions. 

During the Battle of Britain, his 
Whitley bomber attacked the Ger¬ 
man invasion fleets assembling in 
France’s Channel ports. 

By late 1940, with the Germans 
controlling virtually all of Europe, 
the only forces taking the fight to 
them were RAF Bomber Command 
and Wing Commander Pinkham, by 
then flying his favourite Wellington 
bomber, was in the thick of it. 

He bombed nearly 30 European 


cities including a 1,000-bomber raid 
on Berlin. He was then transferred 
to Tunisia where he attacked Rom¬ 
mel’s Afrika Corps. 

In April this year he published 
his war memoirs with co-writer 
Steve Darlow under the title On 
Wings of Fortune. 

In it he tells of many hair-rais¬ 
ing moments and narrow escapes, 
including being caught in scores of 
searchlights over the Ruhr. 

“I was throwing the Wellington 
around the skies like a fighter to try 
to get out of the lights,” he recalled. 
“At one point the light was coming 
in through the cockpit roof which 
meant I was flying upside down.” 

He dived to rooftop level before 
carrying on to Dusseldorf and hit¬ 
ting his target. On another occasion 
he got his crew of five back safely 
on one engine. And once he landed 
with insufficient fuel left to taxi off 


the runway. With 55,000 bomber 
crew losing their lives, his chances 
of survival had been one in five and 
after 62 missions he was taken out 
of the front line. He finished the 
war in charge of air accident inves¬ 
tigation in south-east Asia where 
he was given his own Spitfire as a 
runabout. 

After the war he wanted to go 
into civil aviation but he bowed to 
family pressure and joined the fam¬ 
ily business, Pinkhams’ Gloves, 
founded in 1898, with factories in 
Essex and County Durham. 

As managing director he was im¬ 
mensely proud of the firm’s elegant 
gloves which were worn by the 
Queen. But cheap imports and fail¬ 
ing demand led to the firm’s closure 
in 1966. 

Richard then moved to North¬ 
ampton and joined Northampton 
Productivity Association followed 


by his final job, a happy time as a 
surveyor at Milton Keynes Devel¬ 
opment Corporation. Born at Great 
Yarmouth, he was educated at Col¬ 
chester Royal Grammar School. 

He had five children with his first 
wife Marie, who he met in Manches¬ 
ter and was married to for 42 years 
before her death in 1982. His second 
wife Vivien died in 2007. 

He is survived by his third wife 
Loreen , who he married three 
years ago, and by his children 
Anne, John, Marie, Richard and 
Trish; 11 grandchildren; and three 
great-grandchildren. 

He was a member of Northamp¬ 
ton Probus Club 3 and Northampton 
Aircrew Association. He lived for 
many years at Cogenhoe, then King- 
sthorpe and finally at Old School 
Building, Billing Road. His funeral 
will be at St Gregory’s Church on 
November 17 at 10.30am.

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Council leaders to 
get office revamp 



THE leaders of the three main 
political parties on Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council will enjoy 
new offices at the Guildhall 
as part of plans to make the 
historic venue the hub of the 
council's work. 

In September last year, it was re¬ 
vealed the council was planning to sell 
its large office block in Bedford Road. 

It has since been sold for an undis¬ 
closed, multi-million-pound figure and 
the 400 staff who work there are due 
to move to either the Guildhall or the 
Westbridge depot in St James. 

As part of the move, which will cost 
a total of £2 million, plans have been 
revealed to convert the Guildhall’s 
former registrar’s office into new of¬ 
fices for the leaders of the Labour, 
Conservative and Liberal Democrat 
groups. 

The move will see the party leaders 
move from their current bases in the 
modern Guildhall extension into the 
historic heart of the building. 

In plans for the move, which will be 
seen by members of the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee next week, council 
planning officer Ellie Williams said: 
“As part of the reorganisation of the 
council’s work places, many more 
employees are to work from the Guild¬ 
hall. 

“The offices presently used by the 
registrar are to be vacated in order to 
accommodate the offices of the leader 
of the council and leaders of other po¬ 


litical groups with associated support 
staff. 

“Three rooms are to be enlarged by 
removing partition walls and by re-in¬ 
stating a door. 

“These stud partition walls are not 
part of the original fabric of the build¬ 


ing, and the opening up of the doorway 
will not have an adverse impact on the 
historic fabric of the building.” 

Council experts have predicted clos¬ 
ing the Bedford Road office block will 
save the authority £432,000 a year. 

The exact cost of the creation of 


the new political party offices has not 
been revealed. 

Members of the council’s planning 
committee are expected to approve 
the plans for the Guildhall when they 
meet in the building next week. 


£17k 
bill for 
books 

A TOTAL of 1,297 library 
books went missing in 
Northamptonshire dur¬ 
ing the last financial 
year, costing the county 
council £17,231 to re¬ 
place them. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council’s head of 
audit and risk manage¬ 
ment, Steve Tinkler, said 
he could not identify ex¬ 
actly which books were 
missing without a full 
audit of the 920,000 held 
in county libraries, but it 
was a concern to the au¬ 
thority. 

County council cabinet 
member, David Mack¬ 
intosh, criticised people 
who were not returning 
books. 

He said: “People who 
steal or simply don’t 
bother to return books 
are being very selfish 
and are depriving other 
people of a service and 
there is, quite frankly, 
no excuse at all for this. 

“This kind of behav¬ 
iour impacts on us all.” 

Mr Tinkler said the 
books were not recorded 
as “stolen” and could 
include those taken de¬ 
liberately, or those bor¬ 
rowed properly and not 
returned. 

The 491 figure for 
2008-2009, which had 
a replacement cost of 
£5,597.29, represents 
0.3 per cent of the total 
stock.

BUILDERS are working round the 
clock to prepare Northampton's 
newest nightclub for its opening day 
in just over a week. 

The former Chicago Rock Cafe in the Mar¬ 
ket Square closed earlier this year after its 
owners, Milton Keynes-based Atmosphere 
Bars and Clubs, said the venue was not mak¬ 
ing enough money. 

The firm is now spending more than 
£250,000 re-fitting the venue so it can open as 
a slimmed-down club, called Balestra, on Fri¬ 
day, November 19. 

General manager, Pete Brizio, said the new 
venue would be more like a West End club 
than the previous Chicago Rock Cafe. 

He said: “We looked at the venue and de¬ 
cided it needed something fresh. That’s why 
we closed it down for a while. 

“With Balestra, we’re not going for the Chi¬ 
cago’s crowd at all. It’s going to have a much 
younger feel.” 

While the building has four floors, only one 
will be open to the public, featuring a 300-ca- 
pacity bar and a dance floor with space for 
400 people. 

Mr Brizio said: “I’ve worked in super-clubs 
before and at that level you can’t offer the 
personal atmosphere we’ll be offering here.” 

The launch of the new venue has created 
35 new jobs.

E STABLISHED in 1956, Potterspury Lodge is an

Remake has 
taken flak 
from fans 


LET ME IN (15,116 mins)

H ollywood has an 
uncanny knack of turn¬ 
ing the silk purses of 
world cinema into the tatty 
sows’ ears of English language 
remakes. 

Look no further than the 
clumsy reimaginings of Bang¬ 
kok Dangerous, Dark Water, 
Diabolique, The Ring, Swept 
Away and Vanilla Sky. 

So it is no surprise that Matt 
Reeves’ remake of the dazzling 
Swedish coming of age story, 
Lat Den Ratte Komma In (Let 
The Right One In), has been 
taking flak from ardent fans 
of Tomas Alfredson’s original 
film. 

It comes as an exceedingly 
pleasant surprise that Let 
Me In remains faithful to the 
previous incarnation while 
making enough alternations to 
the story structure to merit a 
new adaptation for audiences 
averse to subtitles. 

Reeves relocates his version to 
1983 New Mexico, to an apart¬ 
ment complex where 12-year- 
old Owen (Kodi Smit-McPhee) 
lives with his mother (Cara

Buono). 

Bullied mercilessly at school 
by classmate Kenny (Dylan 
Minnette) and sidekicks Mark 
(Jimmy Pinchak) and Don¬ 
ald (Nicolai Dorian), Owen 
harbours fantasies of stabbing 
his tormentors with a penknife 
and spies on the neighbours 
with his telescope. 

Late one night, he watches 
with interest as a girl (Chloe 
Moretz) and her father (Rich¬ 
ard Jenkins) move into the 
apartment next door. 

The two children meet the 
following day on the snow¬ 
laden climbing frame in the 
courtyard. 

“Just so you know, I can’t be 
your friend,” says Abby, no 
flicker of emotion on her face. 
“Why not?” asks Owen. “That’s 
just the way it is,” replies the 
girl matter-of-factly. 

When the latest beating from 
Kenny draws blood, Abby tells 
Owen to hit back hard - harder 
than he dares - and pledges 
her support to end the cycle of 
verbal and physical intimida¬ 


tion. 

“But you’re a girl,” scoffs 
Owen. 

“I’m a lot stronger than you 
think I am,” she counters. 

Let Me In charts the extraordi¬ 
nary friendship between a boy 
and a vampire against a back¬ 
drop of paranoia and social 
change in Reagan-era America. 
Reeves achieves a melancholic 
mood through cinematogra¬ 
pher Greig Fraser’s chilly 
colour palette and stunning 
performances from Smit- 
McPhee and Moretz. 

The director keeps his camera 
focused tightly on his young 
stars - so much so, we never 
see the face of Owen’s mother 
and the comical coterie of 
residents from Alfredson’s ver¬ 
sion has been excised almost 
entirely, so there is no replay 
of the notorious cat sequence. 
Instead, the writer-director 
adds a soundtrack and fash¬ 
ions of the era (a store clerk 
dressed in Boy George garb) 
plus a terrific car crash filmed 
entirely within the vehicle 
as it tumbles down a grass 
embankment.

COBBLERS chairman David 
Cardoza has confirmed he 
will hand manager Ian Samp¬ 
son a slice of the club's cup 
run gate receipts to bolster 
the Sixfields squad. 

And the Town chief may be able 
to sign new players before the Janu¬ 
ary transfer window, with the extra 
cash being made available for wag¬ 
es to cover loan signings who would 
then join permanently in the new 
year.

Hartley 
ready to

DYLAN HARTLEY insists he will nev¬ 
er tone down his combative style after 
being promoted to England’s starting 
line-up for the Cook Cup showdown 
with Australia.
